Transplanted  Trees  and  Shrubs 


These  trees  and  shrubs  are  not  in  the  same  class  as 
those  offered  by  many  other  growers,  who  sell  overgrown  (sur- 
plus stock)  which  has  been  left  over  from  year  to  year,  and 
oftentimes  are  “culls”  that  could  not  be  sold.  They  are  often 
one-sided  and  ill-shaped,  having  been  crowded  in  the  nursery  row. 

The  Specimen  trees  and  shrubs  we  offer  were  transplanted  when 
small  with  the  intention  of  growing  into  Specimens.  They 
have  been  transplanted  from  time  to  time  until  they  have 
a system  of  fiberous  roots,  and  do  not  receive  a set- 
back in  the  moving.  Note  the  root  system  on  these 
‘ ' trees,  their  straight  stemmed  bodies,  and  their  well

These  plants  stand  eighteen  inches  apart  in  the  rows, 
and  the  rows  four  feet  apart.  This  photograph  was  taken  the  last  of  August,  and  at  the  same  time  a sin- 
gle plant  was  dug  and  is  held  by  the  young  man — notice  carefully  the  bushy  top,  and  more  carefully  the  system 
of  roots.
